Egg Famine Is Feared: Supply 


Only Sufficient for Ten Days 


Continued Mild Weather Only Savior of Situation—Two Oauses For 
Scarcity, Heavy Use of Eggs Last Summer and Depletion of 


Stock as Result of 


According to expert reports Canada 
is on the verge of an egg famine, and 
only the fact that the winter so far 
has been exceptionally mild and that 
hans have been laying more than they 
ordinarily do at this season of the 
year has @aved us from an absolutely 
exhausted supply of this necessary 
article, 

The statement is made by a man 
thoroughly conversant with the facts, 
thatethere is not at the present time 
more than ten days’ supply of eggs In 
the country and that nothing but a 
continuance of warm weather Involv- 
ing increased activity among the hen 
population or an importation of Chi- 
nase eggs can save the situation. 

Causes of Shortage. 

Two main causes are given for the 
Present depleted state of the egg sup- 
ply. The high price of feed has un- 
doubtedly meant that In many cases 
farmers and others have Killed off 
their hens rather than attempt to fed 
them through the long winter, while 
on the other hand, for many months 
there has been a very greatly increas- 
ed exportation of eggs. 

Another factor may have entered 
into the situation. When there was a 
shortage of beef and bacon, or rather 
when people were urged to abstain 
from eating thess meats so that they 
could be shipped to Europe, the tn- 
creased use of eggs as a substitute was 
edvocated among other things. This, 
too, has resulted in an Increased con- 
sumption at home and stocks In cold 
storage became short. 

Chinese Eggs Coming. 

Tt ts stated that there is now a big 
shipment of Chinese cold storage eggs 
on the way to Canada and that its ar- 
rival will relieve the shortage some- 
what It is not Known, however, 


whether any of these imported eggs | 


will be offered in Alberta. 

Some time ago a cargo of Chinese 
efe8, amounting to 26 railway cars was 
brought to Canada but practically the 
whole shipment was sent to New York 
only a few cars being held for eale 
at the coast. The Chinese eggs, it is 
etated, are mote highly colored than 
those of local pfoduction. They are 
eh generally speaking, smaller in 
size.

PROF. ALEXANDER 
GIVES ADDRESS ON 


FREE RELIGION | 


—— 


Defines It as Right to Exercise 
Best Powers of Reason and 


Judgment 


‘ 

At the First Unitarian church on 
Sunday morning Prof. W. H. Alex- 
ander, epeaking to a good gudiénee, 
began a series of addresses on the 
general topic of free religion. The 
subject of the introductary lecture was 
“The Meaning of Freedom in Religion” 
and the speaker based his remarks on 
the F2pistle of James 2, 12: “So speak 
ye and so do as they that shall be 
Judged by the law of liberty.” 

After expressing the opinion ‘that 
| freedom wag still a noble word despite 
all the base uses that had been made 
of it, especially in these last years, he 
traced the evolution of political free- 
dom from thé period of Divine Right, 
where the over-lord doled out to the 
subject such righte as he pleared, to 
the present day when it is universally 
recognized, despite many imperfections 
in practice, that just government Is 
derived from the consent of the gov- 
erned. Thus in the political 
you have continuous progress from 
government by sheer force of superior 
authority to government by general 
agreement among the citizen body. 

The speaker expressed the view that 
eimilarly in the religious world we 
could trace a clear evolution, though 
not as far advanced as !n politics, from 
the religion of authority to the religion 
of the spirit. The religiom of the 
spirit is free religion, Freedom in 
religion means your right to exercise 
your best powers of reason and judg- 
ment as to what constitutes for you 
an anewer to the problem of your pos!- 
tion In the universe. If you possees an 
answer which you consider authorita- 
tive, you cannot be ‘blamed for hold- 
ing by it, but no more should one who 
cannot accept such an an@wer be 
blamed for formulating the principles 
of his own religion. 

Dr. Alexander «said that such a 
search should lead the thoughtful 
mind to realize that this is not a self- 
explaining universe; the answer be- 


hind the Vell ie the Power Beyond 
|whom we cali God. But a mere in- 
\tellectual assent to that proposition 


| was a cold gospel; religion arises when 
you realize that God is effectively re- 
lated to your life here and now with 
all its méntal and moral struggles and 
that God embodies all our highest 
{deals, In fact, said the speaker, the 
ultimate meaning of our freedom is 
that we are free to be fellow-workers 
together with God in the forwarding of 
His great nurposes in the world. 
Prof, Alexander concluded a very 
clear and lucidiy phrased address by 
an eloquent appeal for recruits in the 
army of the collaborators of God, men 
and women who would interpret ali 
their thoughts, words, and actions in 


| the light of their relation to the furth- 
}ering or the hindering of the eternal 


purposes,

Declares He Would Like to See 
| Sectarianism Buried 50 Fect 
Beneath the Earth 


The address at the University ser- 
vice wae delivered by Captain Lang, 
brought over by Bishop Grey and at- 
| taclf®d to the diocese of Edmonton for 
j work agnong the returned soldiers 
Captain Lang saw two years’ service 
in France as padre of the 58th Divis- 
jon, Imperitals; was severely wounded 
by a German éniper while bring! in 
a wounded Tommy, and could speak to 
the large audience of university stu- 
dents and friends of the university 
from experiences that, as he frankly 
declared, had profoundly modified his 
own religious views. It was his con- 
viétion that no one who had passed 
through the horrors of the war could 
regard religion as a sectarian matter | 
land that he for one would be glad to 
fee “sectarianism” as an attitude 
Separating human beings from each 
}other and narrowing their religious 
| outlook, “buried fifty feet beneath the) 
earth.” 

Captain Lang addressed himeelf 
primarily to the younger people in 
the audience, etating that his own 
youth hardly entitled him to counsel 
his elders and that particularly the 
lesson of the war, as he had learned it, 
was a lesson pecullarly appropriate to 
youth. To the youth of today belongs 
the future of tomorrow, and it is the 
tomorrow which the war has made all 
important. The men who went forth 
to lay down their lives, to do withott 
all those blessings that we attach to 
life, to sacrifice their present and all 
ite Joys—these men renounced all that 
present life held dear for them in 
order that others might be assured the 
joy of life through their renunoiation. 
Unless the genuine joy of life can now 
be attained and made rea) by those for 
whom the sacrifice was made, the 
great renunciation will have been 
made in vain and we shall be untrue 
to the great cause for which the war 
was waged, 

Too Many Untouched 
Unhappily it is true that there are 


too many men and women who appear 
to be untouched by the war. The 
more is it incumbent on those who do 
or can appreciate the new significance 
that the war hae imparted to life, to 
make the life they live worthy of the 
future !t must guarantee, For if there 
ia today any eight more horrible, more 
lsaddening, more tragically despairing 
than the bloody fields of France, it Is 
the sight of a man or a woman who 
can look on life in the same careless, 
selfish manner in which so many of 
us looked on it before the war. It is 
peculiarly the role ag well as the 
giorlous opportunity of university 
studente to see and fee! the new mean- 
ing of life revealed in the last years 
Especially is this true in Western 
Canada. The speaker recalled the 
story of Ceci] Rhodeg and Lord Grey. 
Looking down, for the first time, on 
the wide, almost endless stretches of 
Rhodesia, Lord Grey asked his com- 
panion “What would you most like to 
see there?” And the reply came: 
“Homes! Homes! Homes!” This is 
what we desire most in the West. But 
it fs homes in the true sense, homes 
that represent the character of Jesus, 
his character in individual men and 
| women and his character in society. It 
mus be a character that stands for 
faith, for love, and for right thinking. | 
a character that meane courageous 
hope, unselfish service, and the free- 
dom of thoughtfulness. A character 
of this kind makes for “home,” which 
fs the true joy of life, and a character 
like this {s alone truly Christ-like. 

If the war hae taught those who 
have been through it and of ft, any- 
thing, it has taught them that the 
great men and women are those and 
only those who have a definitely te- 
HNetous attitude. These men and women 
may not have known that their atti- 
tude was religious, they were not 
necessarily churchmen, but they were 
always men and women whose char- 
acter had been formed on the great 
principles of the Christ-life. In this 
spirk Rupert Brooke wrote his fine 
sonnets of the war, in this spirit he 
laid down hie iffe on the ill-fated Gal- 
poll expedition, and it is this aptrit 
that speaks from his grave on 4 rocky 
isle of the Mediterranean. 

On the assembled students and their 
friends the address, delivered with 
deep earnestness and yet with warm- 
est eyropathy, made a profound |m- 
pression, and it was as though another 
poet, now slumbering in Pilanders 
Field, were pressing home the last 
lines of one of his jast poems: 


If ye break faith with us who die 
We shall not sleep, though poppies 


row 
In Flanders fields.

Sir,—My letter of January 1st com- 
plaining of conditions In this city was 
‘ent to both city papers.

IT must say that the evidence which 
is now presented as to present condl- 
tions in this city as fully warrant Iin- 
vestigation and action as they did 
then. Why this change In the atti- 
tude of the Bulletin? 

The Police Commission tn their 
public letter state that the investigu- 
tion was held with full publicity. 
While it is not dented that the public 


| would have been admitted it ts still 
| true that the public did not know that 


the investigation was being held. How | 
could citizens attend when they knew 
nothing of it? A witness who gave 
evidence at the Investigation writes 
as follows: “I assert with all positive- 
ness that to my mind the above inves- 
tigation was not public In the real 
sense of the word, Even as a witness 
I found it very trying to be even ad- 
mitted to the investigating room.” 

I am informed the only perssons 
present beside the Commission and 
the secretary were Chief Constable 
Hill and two reporters, who were 
My ref- 
erence to the recent murder trial and 
the evidence of bootlegging revealed 
was used only as illustration of pres- 
ent conditions. 

The Commission state fn their let- 
ter that it would be better to go be- 
fore them with the facts than to give 
them to the public. In this I heartily 
agree, and desire to say publicly that 
this very method was pursued until 
all hope of any success was abandon- 


ed. After sending many complaints, 
detailed and accurate, to the city 
police, and urging them to action, I 


came to the conclusion that further 
efforts would not only be futile but 
senseless; other complaints were for- 
warded to the provincial police in-| 
stead, 

Furthermore, I regret deeply to say 
that 
no hope whatever of going again to 
the Commission itso'f. Any complaint 
made to them as to conditions in this 


city had been taken as a serious re-. 


flection upon the Commission person- 
ally. The treatment which they ac- 
corded a number of public spirited 
cltizens who attempted to open their 
eyes as to the actual facts was, to say 
the least, far from inviting. The last 
thing the writer desired to do was to 
go to the press and to the public with 
the conditions as they existed. My 
letter of January ist was simply tle 
act of an indignant citizen who had 
exhausted every available means to. 
stop wholesale violation of law. The 
full responsibility for forcing publicity 
‘n this matter must rest entirely upon 
the Police Commission of 1918 an€é 
their officers under them, and if the 
elty is injured In any way by this pub- 
licity, they and they alone must 
shoulder it, | 

The signature of ex-Mayor Evans to 
the statement of the Commission gave 
me much surprise, What did he know 
about conditions in this city? When 
a committee of citizens waited upon 
him a few dys after he had taken 
office and sought to solicit his support 
and Interest in a genera! improvement 
in the city, he Informed them that he 
had been elected by the citizens to 
look after the financial interests and 
intended leaving the police mattera 
entirely in the hands of the other two 
commissioners. How the only mem- 


| ber of the Police Commission elected 


by the people could take such a view | 
of his responsible position ts difficult | 


| to determine, and if this policy were| 


pursued on what ground can he speak 
of the work of the police during 1918? 

But, sir, it should be made clear 
that {In no way dol question the integ- 
rity of the Commissioners of 1918 or 
1917. And while many of our citizens 
believe there is crookedness some- 
where, I wish to state publicly that I 
have no evidence that leuds me_ to 
question the honesty of the Commis- 
sioners. What appears to have oc- 
curred is that they have been too easy 
and have been hoodwinked, 

The Commissioners ask, “What ts 
Does the Commission 
Tu prove ii- 
efficiency, laxity or graft demands ex- 
pert investigators and much money 
When the Commission tteelf has men 
and money at their command, which 
they may use to make full Investiga- 


| tion, should they so desire, without al 


single cent of cost to themselves, why | 
should the citizens be compelled every 
four or five years to spend their time 
and money to investigate conditions 
for which the city is paying over 
$100,000 yearly to prevent, In 1914 1 
gave two months of my time gratuit- 
ously and with other citizens helped | 
to raise nearly $4,000 to find out the} 
facts. The duty of investigation and | 
prosecution in the last analysis haa | 
no right to fall upon private citizens, | 
but upon those appointed +o do thia| 
work And the Police Commission, | 
City Council or any other body should | 
be moved to energetic action when | 
any opinion, statement or suspicion ta| 
expressed by fair-minded citizens | 
Why should they wait until the citl- | 
zens are forced into the expenditure of | 
time and money, to say nothing of the | 
unpleasantness? 
And, sir, while there {s undoubtedly 
a cloud of suspicion resting unpun the! 
police force of this city today, 1 am 
convinced that there are many men 
on the force who have made an hon 
If the 
Commissioners do not know that there 
is a large body of fair-minded c.tizens 
who have lost confidence in the pres 
chief constable, they ought to 
know it. How can he do cffoctive 
work handicepped by a waut of con- 
This fact alone should be 
sufficient in itself to demand a change 
Had the chief in this city becn unde 
the power of an elected counc!! he 
would undoubtedly have been dismisa- 
ed long ago. It will be exceedingly 
regrettable if public opinion in the 
least considers that constituted au- | 
thority stands in the way of the will 
of the people.

Germany Falls Down Badly in 
Carrying Out Armistice Term 


Basel, Jan. 11—-The Deutsche Aleg- 
meine Zeitung, a copy of which has 
been received here, says it is announc- 
| ed that Marshal Foch, commander-in- 
| chief of the Allied armies on the west- 
(ern front, has telegraphed the German 
armistice commission that the Entente 
governments have not acceded 
request for a prolongation of the ar- 
mistice, which ends January 17, Ac- 
cordingly, Gen, Foch said he would 
meet the German plenipotentiaries on 
| January 14 or January 15 at Treves. 

Falls to Carry Out Terms. 

London, Jan. 11-—(Reuter’s)—In 
connection with problems of demob- 
| ilization and the fact that the second 
|armistice period concludes on Janu- 
j}ary 17, when the associated powers 
must carefully consider the renewal 
of the terms of the armistice, it is 
noteworthy that hitherto Germany 
has failed in many respects to carry
